ST. LOUIS, Jjio., Sept. 7.—The elec- 
tion tronblee in Indian Territory have 
broken out afresh. 
The Ohickasaw 
nation election resulted in the return of 
Governor Guy by a majority of 14. His 
opponents claim this small majority 
which was offset by frauds in Pickens 
county. 
Oormption and manipulation 
of the returns are charged on both sides 
and the danger of an internal tribal war 
has become so great that Indian Agent 
Owens has gone to Fishomingo, where 
the council is now in session.

LOOTS, Sept. 7.—J. L. Palmer, 
chairman of the Arkansas prohibition 
state executive committee, claims that 
forty counties of Arkansas have gone 
against license and says that whisky had 
a great deal to do with the raid on the 
ballot boxes at the state capitol. The 
returns csrried away were from the pre- 
cincts which have large prohibition ma- 
joilties.

fhe Old Bomun, Taken Hick at New 
York Yesterday, Is Better 
To-Pay. 


NKW YOKE, Sept. 7.—Judge Thur- 
man received a grand ovation in this 
city yesterday, and, although not feel- 
ing well, addressed a mammoth meeting 
at the Madison Square Garden in the 
afternoon. 
During his speech he was 
taken sick and compelled to stop. 
He 
was taken to his hotel and at 10:30 
o'clock, last evening, 
his physician 
issued a bulletin stating that the sena- 
tor had been suffering from a mild at- 
tack of cholera morbus, but at tiiat 
time was resting easier. 


The meeting at Madison Square con- 
tinued after Judge Thurman left and 
was addressed HV Governor liill. Gov- 
ernor Green, Senator Blackburn, Hon. 
John McSweeney, of Ohio, and a num- 
ber of others.

Breakfast will be served in his 
parlor and he will probably spend the 
day qaietly in his room, though he may 
take a drive about town. 


Jange Thurman is all right and has 
only to regret that he was unable to 
speak last night. He arose at noon and 
expressed himself as feeling wall, except 
for a alight weakness. He is very grate 
ful to the people for their interest in 
him and wishes it to be explained to 
them tiiat there is nothing in his condi- 
tion to excite alarm. 
He has simply 
suffered from an attack, eucti as the 
strcngeet is iiabie to, and is now all 
right, 


A large number of distinguished poli- 
ticians called, but, with the exception of 
Thomas Naet, the judge was unable to 
6t e tliem.

TREATY REJECTED! THE POPE'S POWER.

The Hews of the Bejertlon of 
the TheFrelbar» Congress Adopt Reeola- 
Chinese Treaty Rscetved at the 
White House Yesterday. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—It may be 
authoritatively stated that a confirma- 
tion of the rqeotion of the treaty was 
officially received at the white house 
from Pekin during a meeting of the cab- 
net yesterday aftemoou. 


The departm ent of state has received 
no information in regard to the reported 
riotous demonstrations in Ohina and the 
attack on the American official residence 
at Oanton. 


The department has received nothing 
further in relation tc the reported rejec- 
tion of the Ghinese treaty since the dis- 
patch from Minister Danby Wednesday 
last. 


The president has approved the naval 
appropriation bill. 


THE PBESIDBNT'S MBSSAOB. 


The president's message on the Ohina 
matter has been laid before the senate. 
It merely sends the copies of the two 
dispatches from the American minister 
at Pekin, one dated Sept. 6th. saying: 
"I believe the treaty has been rejected 
and have demanded from the foreign 
office positive information;" and the 
other, dated Sept. 6th, saying: "The 
treaty is postponed for further délibéra- 
tion." 


SBNATB. 


Mr. Gorman moved that the Ohinese 
bill be referred to the committee oa 
foreign relations. 


Mr. Gonman's motion was lost. Yeas 
17, nays 19. No quorum. 


The Ohinese exclusion bill was then 
taken up; Mr. Vest, referring to Mr. 
Dolph's denial of his statement that 
seven Ohinaman had been naturalized in 
Indianapolis in 1876, (under the super- 
intendency of Mr. Miller, a law partner 
of Mr. Harrison, and who had voted the 
republican ticket) read a letter which he 
had received giving the particulars of 
such naturalization and showing that 
the only mistakes (he Mr. Vest) had 
made was in the date as 1876 instead of 
1880. 


The call of the senate showed forty- 
eight senators present, a quorum being 
ing thirty-nine. 
The second vote on 
Mr. Gorman's motion 
to 
recommit 
stood yeas nineteen, nays twenty. 
The 
motion was lost. 


Mr. Dolph made the point that the 
records and documents were not evi- 
dence of the naturalization of Ohinamen, 
but only of the declaration of intention. 
The act of naturalization was one to be 
performed by the court, while declara- 
tiou of intontica might bCi.1.^do bef, rc a. 
olerk or notary public. 


Mr. Vest admitted, as a lawyer, that 
the acts referred to did not constitute 
naturalization, in the legal sense, but he 
said in Indiana, a declaration of inten- 
tion conferred the right of suffrage. 


THE OEUNXSB BINN PASSED. 


The Ohinese bill passed, yeas thirty- 
seven, nays three. 
Those voting in the 
negative were: 
Brown, Hoar and Wil- 
son, of Iowa. 


Mr. Blair moved to reconsider the 
vote, so as to have the bill amended, sus- 
pending the operation of the bill for 
sixty days. 


Mr. Vest submitted whether there 
was nothing in the affidavits to sustain 
the statement that Mr. Harrison's law 
partner had anything to do with the 
naturalization of Ohinamen in Indian- 
apolis. 


The vote on the retaliation bill will 
not be taken until 4 o'clock to-morrow.

Interesting Features of the Hebrew 
Hew Te«r»The Important Erents 
it Ushers^ini 


The inaugural observance of the Jew- 
ish New Tear closed at sunset last even- 
ing and the business houses of the He- 
brew merchants were open aa usual this 
morning. 


Their present year will have 886 days 
with us. It begins ^ith the eve of Sept. 
5, 1888, and will end with the eve 
Sept. 25,1889. It will, therefore, be of 
unusual length. 
This is owing to the 
fact that an additional month will be in- 
terpolated as a thirteenth. 
This month 
is called Adar Shayni, or Second Adar, 
or 
Yayadar. 
This, 
then, 
a 
leap 
year 
witii 
a 
whole 
month added. 
There are six kinds of 
year in our chrohology. These are re- 
spectively, 364,356,-884, 886 and 888 
days long. The Jewish years run in 
cycles of 19, with 12 years of oosunon 
duration and 7 leap years. 
Chang 
them about in that way the chronology 
is made to correspond with the solar 
one, such as used in the Julian and 
Gregorian calendars. 
The chronology 
is, therefore, quite complete, but rather 
complicated. Days with us are divided 
into twenty-four hours, just as with you, 
but the hour is divided into 1,080 chela- 
kim (18 chelakim—l minute), and each 
ohlak into 76 r eg aim. 


New Year's day which just closed is 
not so much a holiday in itseli as a pre- 
paratory day for the more important 
holidays wmoh follow shortly. 
The 
Feast of Gedaliah, the great Day of Re- 
conciliation, the Feast of Tabernacles, 
the Hoshana Babba, the Feast of Con 
elusion, and Joy with the Torah. 
The 
Day of Beconciliation, which falls this 
year on Sept. 15, is held by most Jews 
to be the. most important and holiest 
day of the whole year. 
It is the day 
when every Jew forgives his enemy and 
makes his peace with his Maker.

POPULIB SCIENGB. 


A six-TON cab carrying an electzio 
battery strong enough to run it forty 
miles, recently made a satisfactory trip 
through London. 


L O B D W O L S E L E Y has presided over a 
meeting to consider military cycling and 
pronounced the bicycle a inüita^ in- 
strument of great promise. 


So FAB Pasteur's receipt for killing 
the Australian rabl its witli^ chicken 
cholera has failed. 
The rabbits inoc- 
ulated showed no signs of disease. 


THE last French rfle, as described, 
has a ball so small that a soldier can 
carry 220 rounds, shoots with a new 
smokeless powder, and its bullet pierces 
a brick wall eight inches thick at 500 
yards. 


S O M E remarkable changes have re- 
cently been noted by M. Perrotin on 
the planet Mars. 
In a letter to the 
Academie des Sciences, he reports that 
the tract of land on both sides of the 
equator, which has been named Lydia, 
seems to have been submerged by the 
sea. 
It was distinctly seen by him two 
years ago, when it was bounded on two 
sides by a sea, and on the others by one 
of the streaks to which M. Schiaparelli 
gave the name of canals, but now does 
not exist. 
A drawing made by him in 
1882 shows the same ajipearance, which 
leads him to the conclusion that the in- 
undation, if it be such, is periodic. 


IN a recent report on the prevalence 
of diphtheria at Enfield, England, Dr. 
Bruce Low, of the Medical Department 
of the local government board, 
gave 
some striking incidents of the 
long- 
suspected fact that infectious disease 
may be spread by domestic 
animals. 
Oats, being the most common household 
pet, are especially liable to carry dis- 
ease to children. 
Dr. Low mentions a 
number of cases Avhere these animals 
were afflicted with diphtheria during the 
epidemic in [Enfield, and were evidenly 
the agents for conveying it to children 
who fondled them. 
Under these cir- 
cumstances ]\iiss I'liMsy can hardly be 
called "harmless," however "necessary" 
she mav be in other resjjects. 


The (ias Meter. 


The proprietor then led the way to a 
bench at Avhich a man was stretching 
over a hard wood wheel operated by a, 
treadle, a strijj of thin sheepskin. 
Thej 
edges of the skiu after stretching were 
bound tiglitly to Hut circles of tin about 
eight inches iii diameter. 
' 


"Those," said he, "are the bellows oi 
lungs of the meter by the expansion and 
contraction of wliii'li the gas is measured. 
Technically speaking," he 
continued, 
"the dry meter is divided into two 
chambers by these flexible diaphragms 
by the motion of which consequent upon 
the jJressure of the gas the capacity 
upon one side is diminished while thaü 
on the other side 
is increased. 
By! 
means of slide valve,s, set on a tin parj 
tition above the dia]>hragms and movea 
by the action oí the latter like the valve^ 
of a steam 
engine, the gas to 
b^ 
measured passes alternately in and out 
of each space. 
You will see that as the 
diajjhragnjs and their connections are 
moved simply by the pressure of the 
gas every portion of the meter must be 
most carefully made and delicately ad- 
justed. 


'Now, stipix)se a valve leak or a rust 
hole occtirs in the measuring drum, or 
the leather becomes cracked, 
all of 
which Avoiild 
allow 
the 
gas to go 
through without being recorded, don't 
you see that the company would lose? 
The only possible disarrangement which 
would make the consumer lose wouh"' 
be the contraction of the sheepskin, by 
which the diaphragm would work faster 
and record more gas than was actually 
burned. 
E^•ery consumer should watch 
his meter and com])are the büls sent in 
by the company with the index dial on 
the meter to see if the amoimt of gas 
charged for corresponds with that re- 
corded by the index. 
Many people are 
unable to read the index. 
Why, I am 
unable to discover, as it is the simplest 
thing in the world to do. 
You see here 
are four dials on the face of this meter. 
The upper one has nothing to do with 
the consumer 
and is used simply to 
test the meter at the facet. 
The other 
three are divided and numbered from 
zero to nine. 
One indic^ates one thou- 
sands, the middle one ten thousands, 
and tlie third one hundred thousands. 
The hands on the dial turn as on a 
clock face. 
If the liand on the himdred 
dial is at one it indicatcis that 100 cubic 
feet of gas have passed the meter. 
If 
the hand on the hundred dial remains 
at one and that on the middle dial is 
at five it means tljut 5,100 cubic feet 
have passed. 
If the liands on the three 
dials indicate, beginning at the hundred 
dial for convenience, respectively one, 
five, and nine, it means that 95,100 feet 
have passed through the meter. Should 
the hands on either of the dials be be- 
tween tlie 
figures 
the lower 
figura 
should be read. 
Should a consumer 
find tliut Jiis meter has registered less 
than the (•omj)aiiy has charged, by mak- 
ing complaint at tJie office the mistake 
WÜ1 be rectified.—Brooklun Citizen.

The Printer's Paradise. 


Under the above title Theodore L. 
De Tinne, the printer of the Century, 
writes for that magazine an accoimt of 
Plantin and his museum at Antwerp, 
from which we qaote as follows: 
"The 
printing-room does not give a just idea 
of its old importance. 
What here re- 
mains is as it was in 1576, but the space 
then occupied for printing must 
have 
been very much larger. 
Plantin's in- 
ventory, taken after his death, showed 
that he had in Antwerp seventy-three 
fonts of type, weighing 38,121 pounds. 
Now seven hand-presses and their tables 
occupy two sides of the room, and rows 
of type-cases and stands fill the rem- 
nant of space. 
How petty these presses 
seem I How small the impression sur- 
face, how rude all the appliances! 
Yet 
from these ijresses came the 
great 
'lloyal Polyglot,' the Roman Missal, 
still bright with solid blank and glow- 
ing red inks, and thousands of volumes, 
written by great scholars, many of them 
enriched with designs by old 
Flemish 
masters. 
'The man is greater than the 
machine,' and Plantin was master over 
his presses. 
From these uncouth unions 
of wood and stone, pinned together with 
bits of iron, he made his pressmen ex- 
tort workmanship which has been the 
admiration of the world. 


"Plantin had this work done at small 
cost. 
His account-books show that the 
average yearly earnings of expert com- 
positors were 142 florins, and the press- 
men 105 
florins. 
The eight-hour 
law 
was unknown. 
Work began at 5 o'clock 
in the morning, btit no time is stated 
for its ending. 
His rules were hard. 
One of them was that the 
compositor 
who set three words or six letters not in 
the copy should be fined. Another was 
the prohibition of all discussions on re- 
ligion. 
Every workman must pay for 
his entrance a bienvenue of eight sous 
as drink money, and give two sous to 
the poor-box. 
At the end of the month 
he must give thirty sous to the poor-box 
and ten sous to his comrades. 
This 
bienvemte was tis much an English as a 
Flemish custom, 
as one may see in 
Franklin's autobiography. 


"The presses cost about 50 
florins 
each. 
In one of his account-books is 
the record that he paid 45 florins for 
copper platens to six of his 
presses. 
This is an unexpected discovery. 
It 
shows that Plantin knew the value of a 
hard impression surface, and made use 
of it three centuries before the printer 
of the Century 
tried, as he thought for 
the first time, the experiment of iron 
and brass impression surfaces for in- 
elastic impression."

'Now, suppose a valve leak or a rust 


dole occurs in the measuring drum, o* 
the leather becomes cracked, all of 
which would allow the gas to go 
through without being recorded, don't 
pou see that the company would lose? 
The only possible disarrangement which 
would make the consumer lose would 
be the contraction of the sheepskin, by 
which the diaphragm would work faster 
and record more gas than was actually 
trained. Every consumer should watch 
his meter and compare the bills sent in 
by the company with the index dial on 
the meter to see if the amount of gas 
charged for corresponds with that re- 
corded by the index. Many people are 
unable to read the index. Why, I am 
unable to discover, as it is the simplest 
thing in the world to do. You flee here 
are four dials on the face of this meter. 
The upper one has nothing to do with 
the consumer and is used simply to 
test the meter at the facet. The other 
three are divided „ and numbered from 
zero to nine. One indicates one thou- 
sands, the middle one ten thousands, 
and the third one hundred thousands. 
The hands on the dial turn as on a 
clock face. If the hand on the hundred 
dial is at one it indicates that 100 cubic 
feet of gas have passed the meter. If 
the hand on the hundred dial remains 
at one and that on the. middle dial is 
at five it means that 5,100 cubic feet 
have passed. If the hands on the three 
dials indicate, beginning at the hundred 
dial for convenience, respectively one, 
five, and nine, it means that 95,100 feet 
have passed through, the meter. Should 
the hands oh either of the dials be be- 
tween tho figures the lower figure 
should bo read. Should a consumer 
find that his meter has registered 
than the company has charged, by mak- 
ing complaint at the office the mistake 
l be reotifiod.

The Printer^ Paradise. 


Under the above title Theodore L. 


De Vinne, the printer of tho Century, 
vritos for that magazine uu account of 
Plantiu ttud his niusoum at Antwerp, 
Irom which we quote us follows: "The 
orinting-rooni does not give a just idea 
)f its old importance. What here re- 
nains is as it was in 1570, but the space 
;hen occupied for printing must havo 
iwen very much larger. Plantm's in- 
ifentory, taken after Ids death, showed 
;hat ho had iu Anlnverp seventy-three 
fonts of type, weighing 38,121 pounds. 
STow seven hand-presses and their tnblea 
occupy two sides of the room, and rows 
of type-caaes and stands fill the rem- 
nant of space. How petty these presses 
jeeml How small tlie impression sur- 
face, how rude all the appliauees! Yet 
from these presses came the great 
*&oyal Polyglot,' the Roman Missal, 
still bright with solid blank and glow- 
ing red inks, and thousands of volumes, 
written by great scholai-s, many of them 
enriched with designs by old Flemish 
masters. 'The man is greater than the 
machine,' and Plantin was master over 
ais presses. From these uncouth unions 
)f wood and stone, pinned together with 
bits of iron, he made nis pressmen ex- 
tort workmanship which has been the 
admiration of the world. 


"Plantin had this work done at small 


cost. His account-books show that the 
average yearly earnings of expert com- 
positors were 142 florins, and the press- 
men 105 florins. The eight-hour law 
was unknown. Work began at 5 o'clock 
n the morning, but no time is stated 
'or its ending. His rules were hard. 
One of them was that the compositor 
who set three words or six letters not in, 
:he copy should be fined. Another was 
ihe prohibition of all discussions on re- 
igion. 'Every workman must pay for 
lis entrance a bienvenue of eight sous 
is drink money, and give two sons to 
;he poor-box. At the end of the month 
is must give thirty sous to the poor-box 
md ten eons to his comrades. This 
'lienvenue was as much an English as a 
Flemish custom, as one may see in 
Franklin's autobiography. 


"The presses cost about 50 florins 


sach. In one of his account-books is 
ihe record that he paid 45 florins for 
copper platens to six of his presses, 
This is an unexpected discovery. It 
thows that Plantin knew the value of a 
lard impression surface, and made use 
of it three centuries before the printer 
of the Century tried, as he thought for 
ihe first time, the experiment of iron 
and brass impression surfaces for in- 
elastic imDression."
